Ex­ 
change. 
“Though estim ates at this 
tim e cannot be conclusive, there is 
every reason to believe that the crop 
will not be any heavier than last year, 
when the shipm ents were 47,644 cars.” 
“The reports of our agents indicate 
a slightly larger crop than last year,” 
said General Freight Agent Anewalt 
of the Santa Fe. 
“The agents’ esti­ 
mates, however, are by no m eans as 
conclusive as those compiled by the 
California F ruit 
Growers’ 
Exchange 
from the reports of its associations.”
